Applicant's arguments filed on 02/28/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the combination of Li and D'Souza do not disclose the step of 
establishing a new virtual link through a neighbor router to the network backbone. 

According to Li which discloses determining if a router ( MSP 402, fig.4) which has been 
added is a border router to a backbone network ( backbone 401, fig.4) ( Fig.7, steps 706, 708, 
col. 10, lines 1-20). If it is the border router, a virtual link is established through the border router 
to the network (forwarding packet to the MSP router, see step 714, fig.7, col. 10, lines 20-25). Li 
does not disclose establishing a new virtual link through a neighbor router to the network 
backbone. 

D'Souza discloses if a virtual link ( a route) can not be established through said router 
(an existing router is deleted from a network 10 due to network change, Fig. 1 , see col.2, lines 55- 
60), establishing a virtual link ( new route) through a neighbor of said router (establishing a new 
route through neighbor routers to network , see fig.2, step 32, col.3, lines 25-45 & col.4, lines 5- 
20). Therefore, examiner believes that the combination of Li in view of D'Souza would have 
been obvious to one ordinary skilled in the art to establish a virtual link (a new route) through a 
neighbor router to the netowork backbone in order to reconfigure the network when a router is 
deleted or added. 

Examiner believes the combination of Li and D'Souza overcomes the claimed invention.
